Another Polish Airman Deserts Russians 


Flies MIG 
To Denmark. 
Asks Asylum 


Crashlands Plane 
Into Rocky Field- 
To Escape Soviets 


ROENNE, Bornholm, Den- 


mark <JP)—Another 
Soviet- 


built MIG-15—said to be the 
Communist 
world's 
fastest 


fighter plane—was dumped 
into Allied laps today by a 
young Polish pilot who crash- 
landed his prize on this rocky 
Baltic island. 


Unconfirmed reports said he told 


Danish police his MIG plane was 
of a newer type than that landed 
on Bornholm. on March 5 in an- 
other freedom dash by Polish Pilot 
Lt. Franciszek Jarecki. 


The refugee pilot was reported 


to have said he was a close friend 
of Jarecki, whose MIG was the 
first to fall undamaged into the 
hands of Allied experts. Jarecki 
is now in the United States where 
he is seeking citizenship so he can 
become an officer in the U. S. air 
force. His plane was returned to 
Poland after it was given a careful 
onceover by Western aviation ex- 
perts. 


Hid From View 


Eyewitnesses caught a glimpse 


of the MIG landed today before it 
was hastily wrapped up in a huge 
canvas by the Danish military. 
They said they could discern no 
difference between It and the plane 
flown by Jarecki. 


Tight-lipped police gave out little 


information except that the pilot 
had asked for political asylum. 


An official announcement said 


the pilot today told police he broke 
away from a formation of MIG 
fighters flying over Polish terri- 
tory. 


Bornholm is 60 miles north—only 


a few minutes jet time—from the 
Baltic Sea coast of Poland. 


According to eyewitnesses, the 


plane circled over Roenne for 75 
minutes before landing on a train- 
ing field at Almegaard army camp, 
a few miles north of the city. 


No Airfield 


The camp has no airfield and 


military personnel there held their 
breath as the- plane roared down 
onto the rough field. It swayed and 
bucked across the grass, then halt- 
ed in a small group of trees m 
one corner of the training ground. 
One of its wings collided with a 
tree branch but the damage was 
reported slight. 


The young pilot climbed out of 


the cockpit apparently unhurt! 


Western military experts gener- 


ally consider a MIG15 a prize 
catch. About three weeks ago, the 
U. N. command in the Far East 
offered $100,000 to any Communist 
pilot in Korea who brought his 
MIG15 undamaged to the Allied 
side. Thus far, there has been no 
announcement of any takers. 


At the time of the offer by Gen. 


Mark Clark, a U.S. air force 
spokesman in Washington said it 
applied only to fliers of Russian- 
type jets operating in the Korean 
War area, not to those in Europe.

Korean Victory Key to 
Asia's Fate: Thompson 


Honor Banquet Speaker 
Fears Time Running Out 


John H. Thompson, distinguished Chicago Tribune military writer 


and observer of world affairs, gave a local audience a grim analysis 
of the free world's fight against Communism here last night. 


Speaking at a dinner honoring 


Dixon High school's top scholars, 
Thompson pictured for his youthful 
listeners a future that would neces- 
sitate them being heavily involved 
with the military defense of our 
nation and its allies. 


Europe'* Backdoor 


He declared that a military vic- 


tory in Korea might stem the Com- 
munist attempt to dominate Asia, 
which, he said, Lenin once des- 
cribed as the backdoor to Europe. 


But he also declared that mili- 


tary experts generally agreed that 
time was fast running out. a factor 
that may spur efforts to effect that 
military victory. 


The banquet in the Loveland 


Community House was sponsored 
by the Dixon Woman's club and 
the Dixon chapter of the American 
Association of University Women. 
It was attended by 225 persons, in- 
cluding 51 students who were hon- 
ored guests. 


In providing his-audience with a 


backdrop on Korea, the speaker 
carefully outined the decisions at 
Yalta, establishing the 38th paral- 
lel, the postwar occupation of Ko- 
rea and the State department's ton- 
ing down of early information from 
North Korea and from China warn- 
ing of the Communist threat. 


The latter point, Thompson de- 


clared, led to the withdrawal of Al- 
lied forces from South Korea and 
the eventual sweep of the Russian- 
trained North Koreans into the de- 
fenseless southern half of that na- 
tion. 


"Fim-Ht" Army 


He spoke also of the courageous 


Eighth army, 'once badly beaten, 
which survived early crushing de- 
feats to become one of the finest 
armies in the United States history. 
He Attributed the Eighth army's 
comeback to Gerr. Matthew Ridg- 
way, who personally visited the 
troops to stiffen morale and who 
urged greater use of their fire- 
power to combat the enemy's over- 
whelming advantage in manpower. 


Of today's situation, Thompson 


believed a militaiy victory could 
b«> achieved. He said that at the 
preicnt rate UN forces art suffer- 


ing RO.OOO casualties in the war of 
attrition. 


Communist air strength, he point- 


ed out, was gaining amazingly des- 
pite our superiority in the skies. 
On the ground, Red forces are also 
being strengthened while the truce 
talks go on. 


Should a decision be made to go 


all-out for a military victory, he 
warned that the nation should be 
prepared for higher casualties as 
the cost of an early decision. 


A«ia'N Future? 


But a victory in Korea, the 


speaker said, may provide the an- 
swer to the fate of Asia. It may 
forestall further 'conquests by the 
Reds in Indochina, Burma and the 
whole of Southeast Asia, conquests 
which would push our defenses 
back to Australia and to the bor- 
ders of an indecisive India.

Ohio) said today he is "very much 
disappointed" at President Eisen- 
hower's conclusions that this na- 
tion could not spend less than 50 
billion dollars, a year on defense 
and foreign aid. 


Taft, the senate majority leader, 


made this comment in a talk at a 
breakfast of Ohio farmers. 


Such expenditures. Taft said, 


would mean an overall goveniment 
budget of possibly 72 billion dollars 
annually. 


If this is true, Taft said, "there 


is no way to escape taxes, deficit 
spending or both." 


Taft said this problem should be 


studied to see whether 40 billion 
might be enough to spend for se- 
curity.

Air Force 
Uncovers 
Jet Feats 


Flight Over Arctic, 
Non-Stop B-47 Trip 
To England Told 
FT. WORTH, Tex.—UP)— 


The-air force today disclosed: 


1. The first jet airplane flight 


over the North Pole. 


2. The first nonstop flight of six- 


jet B47 bombers across the Allan- 
tic. Two B47s flew to Fairford, 
England, from Limestone, Me., in 
five hours and 38 minutes April 7. 
They returned to the United States 
two weeks later. 


3. The breaking of all distance 


and endurance records for jet air- 
planes—by a B47 which, refueled 
in mid-air, last year flew nonstop 
slightly more than 12,000 miles. 


The latter flight was over the 


southern and western parts of the 
United States. The airplane oper- 
ated out of, and relumed to, Ed- 
wards Air Force Base, Calif. 


The unprecedented flights were 


made public at a convention of 
aviation wrilers. 


The air force said the first cross- 


ing of the polar region by jet was 
accomplished by a Boeing B*7 
Stralojel more than a year ago. 


The swept-wing bomber took off 


from Eielson- air force base near 
Fairbanks. Alaska, headed 
out 


over the Arctic ocean, circled the 
top of the world and returned. 


The exact length of the flight 


was not disclosed. The B47 is in 
the 600-miles-an-hour class and has 
a range of more than 3,000 miles 
without refueling. 


The transatlantic flight involved 


two B47n' from the strategic air 
command 306th medium bombard- 
ment wing at MacDill air force 
base, Tampa, Fla. Their average 
speed for the 3,120-mile eastward 
ciossing was 555 miles an houn 
The flight was accomplished with- 
out aerial refueling.

Transported 


President To Be 
Asked for Policy 
On Allies' Actions 


WASHINGTON — (JP)— In- 


vestigating senators called to- 
day for a statement from 
President Eisenhower himself 
on Allied nations' trade with 
Red China, after hearing tes- 
timony that two British- 
owned vessels transported 
Red Chinese troops along the 
China coast last year. 


The testimony came from Robert 


Kennedy at a public hearing be- 
fore the senate investigations sub- 
committee of which he is an as- 
sistant counsel. It drew angry com- 
ment from some of the senators 
present. 


Ike To Be Informed 


Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis) the com- 


mittee chairman, said he would 
have a letter to Eisenhower drawn 
up 'this afternoon. 


In the swiftly-moving hearing 


Kennedy testified that: 


1. Western Allies' trade with Red 


China has shown "tremendous" 
increases, and that 100 ships flying 
the British flag have engaged in 
the China- trade in the first three 
and a half months of this year. 


2. Every country among the U.S. 


Allies has hauled at least on* 
cargo to the Reds, 
containing 


items which Washington considers 
to be "strategic" but which the 
Allied powers contended were non- 
strategic. 


Cite* "Refusal" 


3. The Defense department has 


refused to name either the disputed 
commodities he mentioned in point 
2 or the ships which carried them, 
on grounds that this is "classified 
information." 


Kennedy said the British ships 


which he reported had hauled Red 
troops were owned by companies 
in Hong Kong. 


John Leddy, deputy assistant 


secretary of state for economic af- 
fairs, was called to the witness 
chair. In sometimes stormy ex- 
changes, he testified 
that 
the 


Pentagon's refusal was in line 
"with the government policy" and" 
that to name the ships or commod- 
ities carried might weaken U. S. 
efforts to curb such commerce. 


Knew of Transport » 


Asked about Kennedy's testimo- 


ny that ships of two British-owned 
firms had transported Communist 
troops, Leddy said the State de- 
partment was "apprised in July, 
1951, about one of the ships con- 
cerned." 


He said the ship was of Pana- 


manian registry, adding the State 
department took it, up with the 
Panama government and a month 
or two later was successful in can- 
celing the registry of the ship. 


Subcommittee Counsel Francis 


Flanagan asked if the State de- 
partment was advised that the 
vessels were registered 
in the 


name of the Hong Kong firms. 


Leddy replied that the depart- 


ment knew the British firm was 
"the owner, manager or agent" of 
the ship. In his testimony he did 
not name the ship or the British 
firm. 


Kennedy named one firm. 
He said a ship owned by one of 


these firms, the Wheelock-Marden 
Co., also had been hired by the 
U. S. Mutual Security agency 
(MSA) to haul foreign aid goods. 


The ship that Kennedy said 


handled MSA goods in February, 
1952, was identified as the Charles 
Dickens. He said the information 
of the subcommittee staff was that 
the transportation of Communist 
troops by another ship of 
the 


Wheelock-Marden Co. occurred at 
a later date.

Egypt Shows Total Blindness to 


"its World Responsibilities 


The rapid deterioration of British-Egyptian relations 


over the Suez Canal has startled western statesmen. Reliable 
accounts from Cairo are that Premier iNaguib and other 
Egyptian leaders are totally preoccupied with just one thing, 
forcing British troops out of Suez. 


Secretary of State Dulles is said to have heard little 


talk from them about Middle East defense Arrangements, 
and slim appreciation of the canal's strategic value in the 
free world's defense.

That is exactly why Anglo-Egyptian negotiations on the 


issue have broken down. The Egyptians insist Britain agree 
to the withdrawal of its troops first, before any discussion 
is undertaken on protection of the vital British base at Suez.

The British, however, are unwilling to withdraw until 


they have assurance the base will be maintained, and made 
available to the West in the event of war. 


Dulles has taken a stand in Cairo substantially like the 


British, and the Egyptians promptly have hailed this as evi- 
dence an American-British "conspiracy" exists. 


Apparently the Egyptians have passed beyond the rea- 


soning stage, 'if they were reasoning, they would see a few 
things better than they do. For instance: 


The British have shown every sign of intent to with- 


draw their troops once the Suez base is properly secure. So 
withdrawal itself is not really an issue.

Not Exactly Shrinking Violets 


For a couple of decades the fellows in congress have been 


yelping loudly about the government's use of "propaganda" 
to perpetuate itself in power. They mean, of course, the prac- 
tice of grinding out news releases and making endless 
speeches to put across the administration viewpoint. 


The danger is real. Any government has at its disposal 


vast machinery for keeping itself in a strong position before 
the public. And its control over important sources of infor- 
mation makes it extremely hard to" get a balanced picture of 
administrative operations and motives. 


But the lawmakers who serve as one check on the execu- 


tive branch don't exactly shrink from publicizing their own 
activities. 


A survey shows many send out "newsletters' to consti- 


tuents or local newspapers from one to four times a month. 
The paper and envelopes for these come from their $800 sta- 
tionery allowance (per member each year). The busy law- 
makers also make 1000 radio recordings a week for home use, 
at the capitol studio, not to mention 39 TV films each week. 
They spend about $14,000 a week on radio and TV (their own 
money.) 


If you could monitor some of these presentations, you'd 


probably hear quite a bit about how government people talk 
too much.

was even 20 or 25 years ago, and 
a large part of the credit for this 
can be given to the smaller num- 
ber of those pei sons with simple 
thy i oid enlargements. 


This, in turn, appears to be piin- 


cipally the result of the wider use 
of 
iodised salt, particularly by 


children, which greatly reduces the 
number of simple thyroid enlarge- 
ments. 


This is a good example of the 


prevention of disease, or preven- 
tive medicine, as it is sometimes 
called. 


Many years ago studies carried 


out in Michigan showed that school 
children in counties where the io- 
dine was practically absent from 
the water had a high proportion of 
thyroid enlargement. 


In Houghton County where io- 


dine was almost entirely absent 
from the water, about 65 per cent 
of the youngsters had simple goi- 
ter: in McComb County, where the 
iodine content of the water vas the 
highest of the four counties studied, 
only about 26 per rent of the school 
children had simple thyroid en- 
largements. 


After this was discovered it was 


decided to urge the use of salt to 
which iodine had been added in 
homes in those counties where the 
iodine content of the water was low 
or absent. The result was an enor- 
mous drop in the frequency of 
goiter among the children. 


It then appeared 
that adding 


iodine to table salt might be sim- 
pler. 
Some thought that adding 


iodine to the salt might be dan- 
gerous, but careful studies proved 
no harm. 
For example, one sur- 


vey of over 
SO.OOO children four 


years after beginning the use of 
odized salt showed not a single 
child had developed the slightest 
11 effect from the use of iodized 
salt.

Attacks Press for Failure to Take Sides on 


Compulsory Social Security lasue and Fight It Out 


The only expression on the subject of the press in the Constitu- 


tion of the United States says merely that Congress shall pass no law 
abridging the freedom of the press. 
A superstition has grown up, 


however, that the p»ess is a sacred institution enjoying the pro. 
lection of taboos akin to those which impair freedom of religion by 
forbidding public argument over religion. 


There is no subject more deserving to be thoroughly discussed 


than religion but, thanks mainly to the timidity of our press, no im- 
portant subject is discussed less. We are. on the whole, a very re- 


ligious nation. 
But we do not argue religton and 


it is a hard and fast rule of well-manner**! peo- 
ple to refrain from introducing religion into social 
conversations. 


The press' is a human institution run by men 


and women no better in any way, as a group, than 
the managers of big business, our politicians or 
the lawyers. 
Most of the executives are "edu- 


cated" men in the conventional meaning which im- 
plies a minimum college degree. They are, as a 
group, first class Americans as to patriotism but 


reii« ^ey ^,0^3 have a hard time accommodating to 


the Constitution certain issues which they either support or support 
by default in that they fail to attack them. Social Security is one of 
those issues. 
' 


Mrs. Oveta Gulp Hobby, a newspaper editor, found herself in an

Security and then was reminded that her own Houston Post had up- 
held the group of housewives m Marshall. Tex., in their refusal, on 
constitutional grounds, to steal money from their housemaids and 
turn it over to the federal treasury.

Herald-Tribune has said, McCar- 
thy's sub-committee inquired into 
the policies and practices of a 
newspaper, that would be no vi- 
olation of the first 
amendment 


dealing with freedom of the press. 
That would not be the passage of 
a lew abridging freedom of the 
press. Why shouldn't a paper be 
willing to expose and defend its 
policies and practices? 


We, the press, inquire into ev- 


erything 
but we are 
not only 


touchy but top-lofty when we are 
called to account for our steward- 
ship of that freedom. As a mat- 
ter of fact, we have some new sor- 
did traits or peculiarities which 
ought to be examined.

mandate from the people, no pub- 
lic authority or responsibility, be- 
come king-makers at the national 
conventions and in the campaigns.

power of ballyhoo, did more to 
elect Ike than any other individ- 
ual. 


a right to contribute to their own 
security. 
Nobody has argued to 


the contiary and the issue still 
remains, now before the U. S. 
court of appeals, whether the gov- 
ernment can compel Mrs. Blown 
or Mrs. Smith, to filch money 
fiom a housemaid who does not 
want to buy social security, and 
give it to the government. 


Not only Mrs. Hobby's 
paper 


but all the papers constituting the 
American press, have an editoiial 
obligation to take -sides on this 
pioblem and on compulsory so- 
cial security as a whole, and fight 
it out. But few of them have 
touched the issue. 


I am convinced that some of the 


defaulters believed that, 
consti- 


tutional or not, the "people" want- 
ed this thing, and shrunk 
from 


challenging 
public 
resentment 


even to protect the greater but in- 
visible public interest which was 
threatened with harm in this rad- 
ical violation of the Constitution. 


At this late date, a court deci- 


sion reaffirming the people's right 
to refuse to buy insurance would 
shake our economy as an earth- 
quake shakes a town. 
Possibly, 


for that icason. the courts will 
flinch as the press has flinched 
and t rue Marxian socialism will 
be fastened on us beyond hope of 
revocation. 


Senator Joe McCarthy has re- 


cently examined an editor of a 
sort, 
formerly 
a 
Communist, 


who claims, however, to have re- 
nounced Comrmimsmm. on mat- 
teis absolutely apart from his ed- 
itorial 
expressions. 
The 
editor, 


like those adroit Communist union \ 
agitators in the automobile shops 
in 1M7. immediately set up a 
false issue. 


The 
C o m m u n i s t 
unioneers 


howled that they were being dis- 
em ployed because they were un- 
ion enthusiasts, and ran to the 
labor lelations board which was 
loaded with Reds. 
The employ- 


ers answered that they were stal- 
lers and troublemakers.

flood crisis from the Gulf of Mexico today as rising streams to the north 
forced 15,000 persons from their homes in a 100 million dollar flood.

more • refined—smaller 
flies,

Anti-Red Bills

SPRINGFIELD, 111. — </P> — Sen. 


Paul Broyles of Mt. Vernon yester- 
day clung to a prediction that his 
anti-subversive bills will pass the 
Legislature, despite growing signs 
of strong opposition ahead. 


The Republican senator said he 


doesn't believe published reports 
that Governor Stratton has decid- 
ed to let the bills lie in the House. 


"I 
have every 
confidence of 


them passing," Broyles told a re- 
porter. 


Stratton commented in Chicago 


Monday that the bills were not 
part of his administration pro- 
gram. He said a state crime com- 
mission which he is proposing 
could undertake any investigation 
of communism. 


The legislation, which passed the 


Senate, is listed for a House Judi- 
ciary Committee hearing today. 


One of the bills would impose 


heavy prison sentences 
for at- 


tempting to overthrow the govern- 
ment or belonging to a subversive 
organization. It also would require 
loyalty 
statements 
from 
public 


employes. 


The second measure calls for 


creating a legislative commission 
to investigate seditious activites. 


Broyles said although he has not 


talked to Stratton about the con- 
troversial bills since last Febru- 
ary, he got the impression then 
the governor would support them. 


"I don't believe the governor 


has changed his mind," Broyles 
adaed. "We campaigned last fall 
on cleaning up communism and 
corruption. Communism was num- 
ber one. I expect to support the 
platform I campaign on."
